Both terms taught by Mrs. H. F. Olmstead. Mrs. Olmstead is 
an experienced teacher and did excellent work. Upon our visits 
to the school we always found her the same, active, earnest and 
energetic in her labors for the interest and improvement of the 
schools. 

NO. 2. | aed 

The spring term was under the instruction of Miss Kate Egan. 
Here also we found an experienced teacher doing her work 
well. Miss Egan is one of our best teachers. This school, 
though small, has some remarkably good scholars. The order 
was good. 

The fall term taught by Miss Cora F. Sabine was a success. 
It is a delight to listen to recitations as conducted by this teach- 
er. More pupils were present than in the preceding term which 
made it pleasanter for the teacher. Miss Sabine manages to 
get even the dullest to express their ideas. The order was ex- 
cellent. 

NO. 3. 

The spring term was taught by Miss Isabel E. Adams with a 
good degree of success. With more experience Miss Adams 
may become one of the first class teachers. The closing exer- 
cises were good and whenever we visited the school the order 
was good. 

The Fall term taught by Maud D. Mitchell was very success- 
ful. Miss Mitchell magnetized the small scholars into cheer- 
ful obedience. Good progress was made, and school passed off 
pleasantly and to the satisfaction of all concerned.

Both terms were under the supervision of Miss Elvia Cutler. 
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There are two points of excellence in every school taught by 
Miss Cutler, namely, neatness and good order.

NO. 5. 

The spring term taught by Cora F. Sabine was a decided 
success.

The class in History es- 
pecially did good work. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


**Youth should be awed by the power that waits on know- 
ledge, when sincerely sought and prized for its own sake.”— 
Wordsworth. 


As we look back to the beginning of the nineteenth century 
from the threshold of this its closing year, the achievements 
with which it has been crowned fill us with a sense of gratitude 
and wonder.

But it is in the matter of education that the superiority of 
our age over all others is most manifest. In the past know- 
ledge was the privilege of a few. How could it be otherwise 
before the art of printing was discovered, or even for a long 
time afterwards while books were few and costly ? 

By the begiuning of the present century however a. gradual 
movement whose origin, impulse and abiding force was Chris- 
tian, had brought the multitudes to.a preception of their rights 
and powers, and a sense of the need of popular education. All 
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it was felt should be taught, since all have duties to perform 
and rights to defend. The result has been that illiteracy has 
almost disappeared from the great Christian nations, and the 
average intelligence of the world has become much higher than 
ever before. 

Having built schools for all we feel that our chief business 
now is to improve them until they become the means of a richer, 
nobler, and?more Christian life. ‘‘As is the teacher so is the 
school.” Nowa word to teachers. ‘If you wish to help 
scholars to be the best of which they are capable, you must 
yourself be the best of which you are capable.”—W. P. Beck- 
with. Christianity must not be left out of our schools. This 
is a Christian nation so-called, and the Lord’s prayer and ten 
Commandments should never be considered superfluous. Teach- 
ing is a high and noble profession, and school boards rejoice 
when they are fortunate in securing a high-minded teacher who 
has an appreciation of the dignity of her calling, and thoughts 
beyond the pay she will receive. 

A few words in regard to school books. 

There are some pupils who not only scratch, mar, and tear. 
their own books, waste paper, pencils, etc., but at last becom- 
ing ashamed of their own books, manage to obtain possession 
of the books of careful scholars, and mutilate them also. We 
wish parents and teachers to do all in their power to stop them 
in their wasteful ways as they multiply expense ina fearful 
manner. Some books disappear entirely. No strictly honest 
person will keep in his or her possession books with the town’s 
mark in them unless they are pupils in the family who use them ; 
but scolding aside, our schools are as good or better than any 
in the county. 


Our teachers have labored faithfully, and all pupils who 
cared to learn made good progress. Lack of population is the 
greatest drawback we have to contend with, but ’tis said, 
‘‘when things are at their worst they soon begin to mend.” Let 
us hope it will be so with the population of this town, and 
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make up our minds to enter the new century with a cheerful 
front. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The term which ended February 10th was under the instruc- 
tion of the same teacher as last year, Mr. Guy Edwin Speare, 
of Randolph, Vt. Two members of. the School Board visited 
the school while it was in session and were quite favorably 
impressed. The remaining member had ample means of know- 
ing that good work was being accomplished by all who wished 
to improve. 

Forty-eight pupils in all, with probably an average of forty- 
five, attended, a few being absent the last week on account of 
sickness and two absent the latter part of the term to work at 
home. Mr. Speare labored to make the school a success, and 
the original work at the close showed that he succeeded in his 
efforts. The juniors under the instruction of Mrs. H. F. Olm- 
stead did well. ‘Their closing exercises showed that even the 
most timid had learned to raise their voices so as to be distinct- 
ly heard and understood by all. 

We heartily thank the citizens for the interest they have 
shown in the cause of education and for the courtesy and con- 
sideration which we have experienced in the performance of our 
duties.

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Report of Librarian. 


The principal things lacking in our library are current maga- 
zines. The library is essentially an educator and should aim 
to furnish its patrons with articles on current events as well as 
on the history of the past. It should present to its readers the 

latest views upon such questions as ‘‘The Eastern Crisis,” 
‘*The Problem of the Philippines,” etc. Therefore I would 
strongly advocate subscribing to some of our leading magazines. 
The ‘‘American Monthly Review of Reviews’ covers more 
ground than any other similar publication and together with 
‘“McClures” and the ‘‘Cosmopolitan” would furnish a fund of 
excellent reading matter. 

Our library has not been so well patronized in the past year ; 
only 1200 books and magazines having been loaned against the 
1700 of the year before. 

Mrs. Orpha Honey Gould presented the library with a fine 
volume of New Hampshire Agriculture, by Henry Metcalf. It 
contains short sketches of prominent grangers and is very in- 
teresting. 

Seventy-six books were added shortly after my last report 
and forty-eight more have been received recently, making the 
total number of books 660 and 600 magazines. ‘The books 
added this year are works by such standard authors as Dumas, 
Hope, Judge Thompson, Hugo, Cervantes and Henty, and are 
tales of thrilling interest. 

The fines amount to $2.24 and of this $1.40 has been receiv- 
ed, leaving only 84c. unpaid. ‘The total fines now owed the 
library amounts to $6.02. Probably little of this can ever be 
collected.
